


L.U. Students to Evaluate Services

Laurentian students will be 
answering two questionnaires 
in addition to regular ballot- 
ing at next week's General 
Election as was decided at 
the SGA Council meeting 
March 6. 

Under evaluation will be 
the Students' General Associ- 
ation Council and Lambda to 
which each English-speaking 
Laurentian Student pays 
$32.50 for their operation. 

The decision came after 
heated debate that centred 
around the performance of 
Lambda staff over this past 
year. Several council mem- 
bers expressed concern over 
the relevance of the news- 
paper's content to the 
Laurentian community. Many 
felt that their constituents 
were unhappy with the copy 
that's been printed this year. 



As SGA President Ken McNeil 
later explained: "They don't 
want to hear about El 
Salvador, Africa or Women's 
issues." 

Other concerns were also 
discussed including inflated 
salaries, staff elections and 
the "cliquish" attitude of the 
staff. 

From this discussion many 
suggestions were thrown a- 
round before the final agree- 
ment was struck. Some 
members felt that it might be 
best to try a year without a 
newspaper. Monitoring the 
copy before printing was 
another suggestion. 

Steve Glass, the Lambda 
editor, who was in attend- 
ance at the meeting to 
withdraw a proposal for the 
newspaper's autonomy, re- 
counted some achievements 



the paper made over the past 
year and spoke in Lambda's 
defense. 

From a content analysis 
that compared the first 12 
issues of this year's Lambda 
with the first twelve issues of 
last year, Glass quoted that 
local copy was up 45%. As 
well, the number of total 
pages was up 24%, he said. 

Glass denied that the 
Lambda staff was a clique 
and referred to the virtual 
begging that has gone on 
over the year to get people 
out to work for the paper. He 
cited student apathy and a 
shortage of writers as respon- 
sible for insufficient coverage 
of local events. 

After a brief recess Council 
reconvened to decide un- 
animously to conduct a 
readership survey of Lambda. 



A committee of three, one 
SGA representative, one 
Lambda representative and a 
third person agreed upon by 
the first two will draw up the 
questionnaire which students 
can answer at the polling 
stations on March 27, 28, and 
29. Next year's SGA council 
will use the results when 
considering funding for 
Lambda in 1984-85. 

Following this, evaluation 
of the SGA Council was 
considered. Many thought 
that a similar opinion survey 
of the students' council 
would only reveal criticism 
because there has been "no 
praise of the SGA in 
Lambda." 

Also, some members felt 
that two questionnaires 
would be too much and 
people wouldn't fill them out. 
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The question was called 
minutes before the scheduled 
7pm end of the meeting. 
Objection to the calling of 
the question was raised, 
voted upon and failed. At two 
minutes to seven Council 
voted to have themselves 
evaluated through a survey of 
student opinion at the end of 
March. The motion carried 
with ten in favour, three 
against and two abstentions. 
Generally, all involved were 
happy with the results of the 
meeting. 

President Ken McNeil, who 
voted against the motion, 
said he was satisfied with the 
outcome but thought that 
"one survey is enough to do 
at one time " McNeil denied 
allegations that he and the 
others who voted against the 
motion were intentionally 
drawing the meeting out so 
that a vote could not be 
taken. "If we wanted to 
postpone it all we had to do 
was walk out," McNeil 
explained, "and quorum 
would have been lost." 

Mark Tremblay, SGA 
Treasurer, also voted against 
the motion but said he was

LAURENTIAN FUND: STILl ALIVE BUT VITAL SIGNS WEAK

In an interview with 
Lambda last week Laurentian 
President stated that a 
decision has been made to 
continue with the Laurentian 
Fund desp'ti? a very dis- 
appointing response during 
the first two years of the five 
year campaign. The decision 
to continue was based on a 
consultant's report which as 
of going to press was not 
available. 

Dr. Best stated that the 
total amount of the fund 
currently stands at slightly 
less than one million dollars, 
far short of the fifteen million 
dollar target. When it was 
pointed out to Dr. Best that 
Don Stone (Director of 
Communication until his 
sudden departure in Novem- 
ber) had told Lambda in 
September that the fund 
contained almost two 
million. Dr. Best suggested 
Mr. Stone may have been 
counting chickens before 
they hatched. 

A Laurentian Fund Update 
published last October stated 
that the target for contribu- 
tions from fourteen major 
American and Canadian 
foundations was 4.5 million. 
According to Best, the total 
contributions of these found- 
ations is "under half a million 
at the moment." 

The Laurentian Fund is 
currently seeking to register 
as an association in the 
United States to facilitate tax 
write-offs for American 
donors. The association will 
have three directors, one of 
whom is a Columbia Univer- 
sity professor and another 
who is an assistant vice- 
president of the Chase- 
Manhattan bank. The 
association is seeking IRS 
approved of tax write-off 
status and Ken Taylor- 
Canadian Consul General in 



New York has been very 
helpful according to Dr. Best. 

Dr. Best believes several 
changes will probably be 
made to the Laurentian Fund. 
The original costs of the 
projects will need to be 
revised upwards to reflect 
rising costs of construction 
and inflation. The campaign, 
originally intended to be over 
by 1986, "could go past 1987" 
according to Best. Dr. Best 
noted that the fund had got 
off to a slow start due to the 
fact that the economy is 
down and the largest tradi- 
tional backers, Inco and 
Falconbridge have not been 
making money. 

"As long as they're not 
(making money) you can't 



expect them to give large 
donations. Other potential 
donors understand that but 
hesitate none-the-less" Dr. 
Best explained. 

Best also cited, as another 
factor affoctirye fund-raising 
efforts the uncertainty over 
Laurentian University's name 
and future caused by the 
Parrott Report and the Bovey 
Commission. 

When the SGA Council was 
originally approached to 
support the Laurentian Fund 
with a twenty dollar per 
student levy they were told 
that two capital projects, a 
new consolidated library ($6 
million) and a campus centre 
($4 million) were planned for 
construction in 1984-85. 



These projects are now 
postponed to an unknown 
date. Best stated that the five 
year period for student 
contributions would not be 
extended although the camp- 
aign will be. He suggested 
however that perhaps the 
Campus centre could be 
accommodated on the first 
floor of the library tower 
when the library is consolid- 
ated. 

When the projects are 
ready to be undertaken, user 
committees will be set up to 
help plan the design and use 
of the structure and will have 
a big say in how things are 
implemented. However, pro- 
jects may not occur in the 



order in which they are 
priori zed by the Laurentian 
community. Most donors 
designate their contributions 
to a project which is of 
special interest to them and 
each project will be initiated 
as funds become available. 

Dr. Best said that the 
administration would be 
happy to supply information 
on the status of the Laurent- 
ian Fund to the SGA Council 
if such information was 
requested. Lambda w 
publish the results of the 
consultant's report and 
administration costs of the 
fund in a future issue since 
neither was available at press 
time. 



Parti Quebecois Change Education Game Plan

MONTREAL (CUP)- It's 1986 
Upon graduating from high 
school, Kim, an average 
community college prospect, 
must choose between two 
professional programs 

One is the traditional 
diploma program that offers 
a wide range of study, 
including humanities and 
English courses. The other is 
a new certificate program. It 
focuses on one discipline, 
requires fewer arts courses, 
and discourages Kim from 
taking complementary 

courses outside her program 

Kim, very interested in 
electrotechnology, chooses 
the narrower certificate 
program. 

At first it seems a success. 
She gets her certificate and 
lands an excellent job in her 
field. But the rapidly chang- 
ing market and the introduct- 
ion of automation soon 
catches up with her. 



Employers find they need 
broadly educated, flexible 
people; Kim's education is 
simply inadequate. 

Kim is a victim of a 
Canada-wide trend. "Special- 
ization" is the buxx word 
governments use to intro- 
duce narrow programs aimed 
at specific job markets. And 
if the Parti Quebecois 
government gets its way, 
Quebec will soon jump to 



the front of the bandwagon 
and make Kim's scenario a 
reality. 

The PQ call it PREC- 
Project de Reglement des 
Etudes Collegiales. It means 
sweeping reforms to the 
college system, and to make 
it official policy the Quebec 
government will only seek 
the agreement of cabinet 

Currently, the specialized 
certificate program is only 



offered to adult continuing 
education students. 

But Quebec education 
minister Camille Laurin says 
the PREC would open up 
CECEPs (Quebec community 
colleges) to a new group of 
students. Just before the Dec. 
5 parliamentary hearings on 
PREC, Laurin said the choices 
currently offered to 

vocational students are

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EDITORIAL SGA Council Elections Should Not Be Taken Lightly

Next Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday all members of 
the SGA will have an 
opportunity to elect most of 
the key members of next 
year's Council. If past years 
are any indication, most of 
these people will win by a 
thin margin of about one 
hundred votes or less and 
voter turnout will be about 
four hundred. 

The SGA Council handles a 
budget of about one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars of 
students' money. It is the 
responsibility of Council to 
ensure that this money is 
spent wisely. The Council 
holds ultimate responsibility 
for ensuring that students are 
well served by a variety of 
entertainment and dances 
during the year at the least 
cost. It is up to Council to 
represent students with force 
and skill in the university 
Senate, the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Students and other 
organizations concerned with 
post-secondary education. 

It is the SGA Council's job 
to make sure student con- 
cerns are heard by the 
administration and on Senate 



committees on such issues as 
residence fees, library 
services and academic 
appeals. It is up to Council to 
guard students' financial in- 
terests in making and super- 
vising pub and games room. 
A simple majority vote by 
Council two years ago obliga- 
ted students to pay twenty 
dollars each annually for five 
years, to the Laurentian Fund. 

It will be up to Council to 
spearhead and support efforts 
to lobby against the Bovey 
Commission and the Parrott 
Report, both of which pose a 
serious threat to the quality 
and expense of our university 
education. 

In other words, being on 
Council is an important job 
that affects the lives of 
students in a major way. This 
year, more than ever, it is 
essential that the people 
elected be hard working, 
articulate and 
student

vocates. 

Obviously, students who 
have volunteered of their 
time this year or in the past to 
work on behalf of their fellow 
students have a lot more 
credibility than those who

SGA now." Rollinson asked, 
"What good is it to see that 
they're unhappy now? It's too 
late " He did support the 
motion and will be the SGA 
representative on the team 
that draws up the question- 
naire. Rollinson is concerned 
however that there will "not 
be enough feedback by doing 
it at the polls." He would like 
to see more people turn out 
to vote and thinks it is 
possible with enough public- 
ity He urges, "if you were 
unhappy with Lambda or 
SGA now's your time to do 
something about it " 

The representative for 
Lambda on the survey 
committee will be Steve 
Glass. He was "extremely 
satisfied" with the outcome 
of the meeting and believes 
the surveys will be reasonably 
useful. He too hopes that 
students will treat it seriously. 
Regarding the implications of 
the survey on Lambda, Glass 
said it should all be for the 
better "as long as the 
readership survey is used as a 
tool to improve Lambda and 
not a weapon to beat it 
with." 

The committee, whose 
third member has not yet 
been chosen, will meet later 
this week to draw up the 
questionnaires. 
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Calgary Stomps CFS Winning Streak 



CALGARY (CUP) - Alberta 
is a province that eats 
student organizations. 

Earlier this year it ap- 
peared Albertan students 
would reverse history and 
breath much-needed life into 
the Canadian Federation of 
Students, but last week the 
University of Calgary dealt a 
decisive blow that ended a 
five-in-a-row winning streak 
for the federation. 

Students voted 1,632 to 
898 against joining CFS in a 
March 8 referendum. 
Although federation pro- 
ponents never had high 
hopes the 16,000-student 
campus would join the 
national student organi- 
zation, the loss still serves to 
deflate the federation's mo- 
mentum. 

'The no side talked about 
a lot of things that were not 
true, inaccurate, false/' 
charged Myles McDougall, a 
CFS supported recently elec- 
ted student society presi- 
dent. 

"The university keeps its 
record as being a consumate 
non-jointer," he said. 

The relatively quite cam- 
paign saw a spark of 
controversy when Don 
Millar, Alberta's represen- 
tative on the CFS central 
committee, was caught 
ripping down "no to CFS" 
posters. Outgoing student 
society president Dave Sin- 
gleton, an ardent CFS op- 
ponent, says he saw Millar in 
action. 

Doug Tarrence, CFS repre- 
sentative for the Univesity of 
Calgary graduates, was also 
caught removing posters. 

Though Singleton was 
confident the no cam- 
paigners would win, he was 
surprised by the margin of 
victory. "I could say some- 
thing like students know 
what they're doing. I could 
say something stupid like 
that," he said. 

Ironically, it was Alberta's 
other major university that 
started CFS on this year's 
winning streak. The Uni- 
versity of Alberta became the 



federation's largest full mem- 
ber when students there 
voted 56 percent in favor of 
joining in an October refer- 
endum. 

But students have since 
elected a new student 
society president who plans 
to run another referendum 
next fall. He wants to clear 
confusion caused when the 
October referendum was 
nearly overturned, and the 
new vote may kill CFS on 
that campus. 

Federation members said 
the U of A victory gave 
momentum to CFS. The 
momentum continued into 
1984, and CFS went on to win 
four other small campuses. 



But now March, the 
biggest referendum started 
on a dismal note. 

Alberta's cold shoulder to 
student organizations is no- 
thing new. In 1968 the U of A 
dealt a death blow when it 
dropped out of the Canadian 
Union of Students because 
the group was "too radical" 
Albertan students partic- 
ipated in the Western Stu- 
dent Services formed one 
year after CSU's demise, but 
it collapsed in 1972 $40,000 
in debt. 

The National Union of 
Students, which lasted until 
1981, could never get much 
support in Alberta because of 
its perceived radicalism. And 
the Federation of Alberta 



Students was effectively 
killed in late 1982 when the 
University of Calgary pulled 
out of the organization. 

CFS, Canada's newest 
version of the student 
movement, faces trouble in 
Alberta because it is per- 
ceived as leftist. 

It faces the opposite 
problem this week, as. Uni- 
versity of Guelph students 
take their turn at voting on 
CFS membership. There the 
left-leaning student council 
is uring students to vote no 
because the federation is too 
moderate. 

Other referenda are sche- 
duled at Fanshawe College 
(London) March 13, Uni- 
versity of Alberta graduates 




Link Censored for ElectionCoverage 



MONTREAL (CUP) - The 
Concordia University student 
newspaper was yanked off its 
stands last week for endor- 
sing a co-presidential slate in 
the student council elec- 
tions. 

The judicial board of 
Concordia's University stu- 
dent association ruled that 
the most recent issue of the 
Link was campaign material 
and ordered all papers 
removed from the stands by 
2 p.m., March 6. The ruling 
came just after midnight on

the first day of student 
association elections. 

CUSA co-president Terry 
Fenwich threatened to freeze 
the Link budget if editor 
Karen Herland did not abide 
by the order. Despite the 
Link's cooperation, the 
paper's future remains in 
jeopardy. 

All copies of the Link were 
removed by 1 p.m. that day. 
Some students, including 
Link staffers, continued to 
hand out copies explaining 
why it was censored. A few 



staffers put up posters asking 
students to go to the Link 
office if they wanted a copy 
of the issue. 

Fenwick, who initiated 
the ruling against the Link, 
openly supports one of the 
co-presidential slates not 
supported by the paper. 

Despite an earlier ruling 
by the board the CUSA had 
no say over what the Link 
printed as "election cover- 
age," a midnight appeal by 
the staff was rejected. 

I he judicial committee 
ruled the Link could be redis- 
tributed if the offending half 
page was removed. Few 
papers were circulated in a 
censored form and all were 
back on the stands by 9 p.m., 
March 8, shortly after polls 
closed. 

And despite Link staffers 
reluctant compliance with 
the board's ruling, it appears 
that a motion to freeze the 
Link budget may be passed at 
CUSA's next meeting. An 
unnamed group is circulating 
a petition calling for all Link 
funding to be cut. 

Fenwick said the election 
may be invalidated if some- 
one complains further about 
the editorial. He maintains 
the opinion piece was unfair 
to the other three slates not 
endorsed. 



March 14, Mt St. Vincent 
University (Halifax) March 
14, and Memorial University 
March 26, to 27. It may also 
face a membership refer- 
endum at the University of 
Trent (Peterborough) this 
month. 

Meanwhile, two B.C. col- 
leges — Capilano and Selkirk 
— plan pullout referenda this 
spring. 

CFS currently has 29 full 
members. Last week it gained 
one more valuable pros- 
pective member, the Uni- 
versity of Ottawa. Prospec- 
tive members must hold 
referenda for full member- 
ship within two years of 
joining. 
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"insufficient", and a "new 
clientele must be wel- 
comed." 

What can the colleges offer 
the unemployed or the 
worker who needs retraining, 
or the high school graduates 
who don't continue their 
studies? And especially what 
are they proposing for the 
numerous CEGEP students 
who quit before finishing?" 
asked Laurin. 

Laurin says the new certifi- 
cate would not detract 
current diploma students, 
but Julia Newell, academic 
dean at Dawson College in 
Montreal, disagrees. 

"The problem with the 
certificate is that is too 
similar to a regular diploma," 
Newell says. The only major 
difference between the two 
is the certificate requires two 
fewer English courses and 
three fewer humanities 
courses. 

"The real problem with (the 
certificate) is that is looke 
really good to the students," 
says Pat Powers, a Dawson 



teacher who sits on a 
committee studying PREC. 
"It shows that CEGEP educa- 
tion is only to get a job...! 
don't know where they're 
supposed to make it easier to 
get a job than a student with 
a diploma. 

A PREC pamphlet distribut- 
ed at Dawson last year says 
the certificate program 
"would have you slide 
through Dawson with the 
minimal skills necessary for a 
'job'. ..You are supposed to be 
packaged to fit the job 
description." 

The Parent Report, the 
document responsible for the 
founding of the CEGEPs, 
organizes the system so 
students in professional and 
academic programs could 
mix through complementary 
courses which would help 
students get a broader 
education and experiment. 

According to Laurin, the 
policies in the Parent Report 
are only experimental al- 
though they've been used for 
more than 15 years. 



Tear Gassers Still Loose 



TORONTO (CUP)- Police 
are still searching for the 
person or persons who set off 
a tear gas canister outside a 
crowded classroom at York 
University Feb. 23. 

Police say there were no 
witnesses to the incident and 
no motive has been esta- 
blished. NO group or individ- 
ual has cliamed responsibili- 
ty. 

A brother and sister who 
were discovered wearing gas 
masks during the incident 
and who were detained by 
police for psychiatric assess- 
ment, have been released 
from custody. 

The two were not connect- 
ed with the incident and 



were not given the assess- 
ment. Police say the pair is 
regularly seen around 
Toronto wearing the masks. 
The canister was released 
at about 1:30 p.m. in the 
central square of York's main 
academic building. 

Students left the building 
en masse, suffering serious 
eye and throat irritation from 
the tear gas. Witnesses said 
the area outside the building 
resembled a "disaster zone." 

About 100 students were 
taken to local hospitals for 
treatment and later released. 
Classes in the building were 
cancelled for the day as the 
smoke cleared.

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Sensationalism and the Granting Game

While browsing through 
an airport newstand a few 
months ago, my eye was 
caught by a headline blaring 
from one of the many tabloid 
clones of The National 
Enquirer. It went somthing 
like this "Scientist's dis- 
covery will let us live 200 
years." Killing time, I leafed 
through the article and was 
surprised to see an eminent 
Canadian scientist, Keith 
Davey of York Univesity, 
cited as the source of this 
new elixir of life The body of 
the article revealed that 
Davey works on a molecule 
called juvenile hormone, 
produced by insects. Kept at 
high levels in developing 
insects, the hormone retards 
development in the larval 
stage and so prolongs their 
lifespan. I am sure that 
Davey was as shocked as I 
was at the leap from this 
work to the suggestion that it 
has implications for the 
extension of human life. 

I was greatly disturbed by 
that article because niggling 
deep in my mind was a little 
voice saying, "It's your fault. 
You scientists are responsible Expt 
for these exaggerated re- 
ports " I have not been 
involved in the scientific 
enterprise for a quarter of a 
century and have watched a 
profound shift in emphasis 
and priority for giving grants, 
a shift from basic research to 
the applied areas When I 
started in genetics, we 
looked down our noses at 
applied scientists, regarding 
them as third rate intellects 
who couldn't come up with 
clever experiments or ideas 
and thus did something 
practical But, as the Russian 
post-Sputnik scientific threat 
that gave such a push to 
basic research receded and 
the Western economy fal- 
tered, governments began to 
demand something more 
tangible than good research 
papers for their dollars. Too, 
the success of the American 
space program seemed to 
show that technological pro- 
blems could be solved by 
targetting research to spec- 
fic ends. The Nixon adminis- 
tration launched its war on 
cancer in the 1970's as if 
Test Your Vitamin I.Q.

conquering the disease was 
just a matter of more money 
and a specific objective. 

Sadly, in my view, few 
scientists have made a strong 
public stand on the critical 
role of basic research in the 
process that gives rise to the Exptl 
practical applications of 
scientific knowledge. Most 
of us rushed after the dollars 
made available for research 
by couching our research 
proposals in a framework 
that pointed to the work's 
potential applications So, 
for example, I justified my 
work on fruit flies to the U.S. 
National Cancer Institute by 
pointing out that, "an under- 
standing of the genetic 
regulation on cell division 
and differentiation may pro- 
vide an insight into defects in 
this process that lead to 
uncontrolled cancerous 

growth." None of it was 
exaggeration or falsehood, 
but the statement promul- 
gates what in my view is a 
mistaken understanding of 
how science works 

The problem here is that 
our proposals suggest that 
science reaches an end result 
in a linear way, as follows: 



In reality, however, it is not 
like that at all. It's more like: 
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► cure for cancer 
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► cure for cancei

By this I mean that the 
person doing Experiment 1 
may think he or she is going 
to solve cancer, but chances 
are that the research will lead 
somewhere else, while those 
people doing Experiments 6 
and X — perhaps in areas 
completely unrelated to 
cancer — may find that their 
work comes together to 
provide a solution. 

Take the example related 
to me by a vulcanologist 
(volcano expert). When a 
volcano erupts, the elements 
in the molten material are 
fixed in place when the lava 
solidifies. Some of these 
elements are unstable (radio- 
active) and when they decay 
the particles they emit strike 
molecules in the surrounding 
rock matrix, leaving a tunnel 
of "weakened" structure. If 
some of this volcanic glass is 



sliced, polished and chemi- 
cally treated to dissolve away 
the weakened molecules, 
tunnels or grooves appear, 
extending starlike from the 
radioisotopes Counting such 
stars, and knowing the 
isotope's rate of decay, gives 
us the time elapsed since the 
eruption, which is very useful 
in studies of the Earth's 
geological history But some- 
one then realized that pur- 
posely imbedding radio- 
isotopes in glass, allowing 
them to decay, and then 
etching out the tracks left by 
particles, you could get glass 
riddled with very tiny holes 
or pores. This would be an 
excellent way to make 
milhpore filters and, indeed, 
it is how some are now 
manufactured. No grant pro- 
posal or review board could 
have anticipated a filter 
industry coming this way 
from vulcanology 

Another good example 
comes form the area of 
genetic engineering. If, 20 
years ago, the government 
had decided that Canada 
should be a leader in this 
field, the kind of people 
hired would probably have 
been geneticists and bio- 
chemists working with micro- 
organisms, fruit flies, and 




Fiery Director Fuels Controversy 



MONTREAL (CUP) - In 
classic style, Concordia Uni- 
versity's controversial athle- 
tics director led a delegation 
of four men and one woman 
when it came time to answer 
charges of sex discrim- 
ination 

Not the kind of man to 
pick up on such subtle 
ironies, director Ed Enos told 
a January meeting of the 
Concordia Council on Stu- 
dent Life the athletics 
department is improving its 
attitude toward women. 

But the council, an 
administration body that 
funds athletics was not 
convinced Its investigation 
of the department, sparked 
by a 1983 Concordia Com- 
mittee on the Status of 
Women report criticizing the 
huge funding disparity be- 
tween men's and women's 
sports, still continues. 

And sexism isn't the only 
charge Enos must answer 
Another administration com- 
mittee is investigating 
charges that athletes are paid 
illegally, funds have been 
improperly directed to mem- 
bers of Enos' family, and 
other irregularities 

Enos' reaction to the 
controversy is one reason 
why his promises of improve- 
ment may meet skepticism. 

"You can't take money 
from men's varsity sports and 
give it to girl's things,' Enos 
said when it was revealed the 
1981-62 athletics budget 
gave $105,000 to men's 
varsity sports and $22,000 to 
women 

His comment, recorded in 
a student-made documentary 
Whv The Difference, is 
typical of Enos' style He 
generates controversy, then 
reacts angrily to criticism. 

Since Why the Difference 
was made, the Enos' adminis- 



tration has come under fire 
from all sides. Since last fall a 
series of articles in the 
student newspaper, the Link, 
accused Enos of nepotism, 
being heavy-handed and 
unfair. 

With usual flair, Enos 
responded by ordering the 
removal of two November 
issues from the Link distrib- 
ution points in the athletics 
complex In January, he 
obtained a court injunction 
on the newspaper so it could 
not print "potentially libel- 
lous" stories about him or his 
family. 

The Link is now muzzled, 
but the damage is done The 
athletics department is under 
unwanted public scrutiny. 

The administrator res- 
ponsible for athletics, vice- 
rector Russell Breen, ap- 
pointed the university legal 
aid advisor Marcel Dams, a 
student association repre- 
sentative and a professor of 
recreation and leisure studies 
to investigate the depart- 
ment 

Danis was also involved in 
a late 60s investigation that 
confirmed athletes at Loyola 
College was paid Enos was 
Loyola athletics director at 
the time and no positive 
action was taken 

Nine varsity athletes this 
year told the Link they were 
paid to play The money 
came through department 
jobs they were supposed to 
do but did not. 

The money to pay athletes 
was diverted from a sur- 
charge on students involved 
in intramural sports, ac- 
cording to the employees 
The $10 surcharge was 
created last year to improve 
intramural sports, but sports 
information director Bob 
Phillips admits the surcharge 
was imposed unnecessarily. 



Enos denies that players 
had ever been paid at 
Concordia, while other de- 
partment staff, including 
Phillips, say it was a common 
practice in the past. 

As for funding of women's 
sports, Enos has traditionally 
argued men have more 
prestige. His actions reflect 
this. 

Aside from the disparity 
between funds for men and 
women, women's varsity 
volleyball and fieldhockey 
teams were reduced last year 
to intramural clubs 

The fieldhockey club was 
temporarily cancelled last 
fall after one of its members, 



humans No one could have 
anticipated that scientists 
studying the toxins in snake 
venom, the digestive con- 
tents of snail guts, or the way 
bacteria fight off viral infect- 
ions would provide some of 
the most important tools erf 
today's genetic engineering. 
My point, then, is that 
the way we scientists apply 
for grants, the way we justify 
research support, and the 

claims we often make in the 
media promulgate the notion 
that scientific discovery is 
linear and predictable. And, 
this leads to the belief that 
one can extrapolate freely 
from one living organism or 
result to another — from 
insect to man for example. 
Thus, we end up with 
tabloids headlining outra- 
geous conclusions for public 
consumption.

There have to be three 
main objectives for the 
President next year.

The biggest issue facing 
council in the coming year is 
the implementation of the 
Parrott Report. The Report 
isn't dead; the Bovey 
Commission on the restruct- 
uring of the entire university 
system reports in the Fall. 
The Fall is when the Parrott 
Report will be brought back 
out. 

Related to the Parrott 
Report is education funding. 
There is going to definitely be 
a federal election and 
possibly a provincial one in 
the next year. Clearly it is in 
the interests of the quality of 
our eduction that our Univer- 
sity receive proper funding. 
The best way that we can 
attempt to assure this is by 
forming a coalition with 
Sudbury Community groups 
to raise education funding 
(and the Parrott Report as 
well) as an election issue in 
Sudbury. 

I and the rest of the ACE. 
Slate have been the people 
who fought Parrott for SGA 
(the buttons were my idea) 
this year. I would like to 
continue to fight Parrott and 
feel that I can more 
effectively do this as SGA 
President. 



During the past year I 
have been an active member 
of the SGA External com- 
mittee, particularly in organ- 
izing media coverage. I was 
also one of the people 
involved in organizing 
English students into an 
association, and am presen- 
tly working to put students 
on the humanities council. 
My eight years in various 
public relations activities, 
five years in theatre and

Answers to Vitamin Quiz 



1. F Synthetic vitamins are 
identical to the natural 
vitamins found in foods. The 
body cannot tell the dif- 
ference and receives the 
same benefits from either 
source. 

2. F Vitamins yield no 
energy. They, by themselves, 
provide no extra "pep" or 
vitality beyond normal ex- 
pectations, nor an unusual 
level of well being. 

3. F Taking excess vitamins is 
a waste of money as no 
beneficial effect will result 
In fact, some excesses can be 
harmful. 

4. T "Normal", healthy 
individuals who eat a varied 
and balanced diet should not 
need vitamin supplements. 

5. T Vitamin supplements are 
not an "insurance policy" 
against disease. Foods pro- 
vide the body with over 50 
nutrients; supplements con- 
tribute only a few. A sensible 
diet ensures nutrient ade- 



quacy, encourages good 
food habits and includes 
fibre. 

6". F Vitamin E supplements 
have only proven useful in 
two conditions: premature 
infants who have insufficent 
stores before birth and 
persons with intestinal dis- 
orders in which fat is poorly 
absorbed. 

7. F Extra vitamin C may 
reduce the duration of a 
common cold. However 
there is not enough evidence 
to conclude that it can 
prevent or cure a common 
cold. 

8. F Lecithin is a 
phospholipid found mainly 
in eggs and in legumes such 
as soybean. It is an emulsi- 
fying agent that prevents oil 
and water from separating, 
and rt is used for this purpose 
in many processed foods. 
Lecithin does not dissolve 
cholesterol deposits in the 
blood stream, as some health 
food proponents claim.

There are big plans afoot to make the Ontario 
university system smaller, more specialized, and 
harder to get into. There would be fewer students fewer 
courses, and higher fees. It's a giant Step backwards 
to a time when universities were elitist institutions. 
Read on. 

We're Being Rationalized 

Dr. Bette Stephenson, Minister f Colleges and 
Universities, has established a three-person comm- 
mission chaired by Edmund Bovey, a retired 
businessman, to plan the reshaping on Ontario's 
university system. The Bovey Commission's mandate 
is to come up with a plan to implement Stephenson's 
blueprint for scaling down the system. The 
commission should be viewed as merely an extentibn 
of the Ontario's government's practice of 
underfunding. Dr. Stephenson made the govern- 
ment's intent clear in her statement to the legislature 
on December 15, 1984. It is obvious that post 
secondary education is no longer a priority for the 
provincial government. 

The Minister's Rationale 

Since the mid-1970's, the Ministry has expected 
enrollment to stabilize or decline. It hasn't, it's 
increased. Yet the government insists on funding the 
system as it if has declined. Stephenson is operating 
under a misguided policy of restraint/She presents 
the view that the university system is too big and 
unaffordable and must be further reduced. 



But. 



*Where is the proof that the university system is too 
big and unaffordable? Government neglect through 
underfunding has caused irreparable damage to our 
universities. Administrators insist that there is no fat 
left in the post secondary syste'm-that they're now 
cutting away at the bone. 

♦Ontario has the lowest level of funding per student 
in Canada-JSttower than the national average. 
♦Enrollment has increased, not declined. More people 
want a university educatibn. In a rapidly advancing 
society, that is natural and necessary. 

Closing Programs and Courses 

♦Underfunding over the past years has resulted in the 
elimination of many university courses. According to 
the Minister herself entire programs will be 
"surgically removed" from the universities. 

Specialization 

♦another word for narrowing the education offered at

♦Stephenson's response to the government-caused 

crisis in underfunding has been to re-define access. To 

the Ontario government in the past, it meant 

providing a post secondary education "for all capable 

of pro fit ting from it." 

♦The trend now is towards fewer students in a more 

elitist system. 

♦The quality of education will not improve and only 

1 the wealthy will be able to attend. 




Tuition Fees 

♦There will be radical increases in fees. 

♦Only wealthier students will have the resources to 

attend. The doors to higher educatibn will be closed 

to low income families. 

♦Expect increased program fees and costs above and 

beyond tuition i.e. computer and lab fees. 

Short-term Planning [Guesswork] 

♦Flexibility has been the strength of our universities. 
In a rapidly changing technological society rigid 
labour forcasting is a short-sighted method of 
addressing Ontario's future needs, the university 
system would rapidly become less, not more, 
adaptable to social change. 

An Attack on Faculty 

♦"Faculty renewal" means layoffs, forced retire- 
ments, fewer teachers. 

♦The continuing trend towards contract teachers at 
lower wages means that we lose our best teachers to 
other provinces and countries. 
•♦Overworked faculty means less time for research 
and development and academic innovati6n. 

Implications for College Students 

♦A scaled down university system means more 
overcrowding of colleges and competitibn for places 
from students not able to enter university. Colleges 
are already 25ttoo small. 

♦In the future, colleges face ratibnalizatibn and a 
trend towards assembly-line, shallow, job-training. 

The Truth of the Matter 

/The real problem facing Ontario's Universities is 
underfunding. Rather than providing the necessary 
funds the government has decided to pare down the 
system to make it more "cost effective", as a supplier 
of skilled labour for the job market. 
♦Universities are no longer a priority for this 
government. Over the past ten years government 
support has declined some $326 million in current 
dollars. 

♦At a time of record demand for places, the 
government, through "ratkmalizatibn" is placing an 
artificial ceiling on access. Stephenson has admitted 
that "Access remains far from equal." Yet her 
blueprint will only increase the barriers for lower 
income families. 

♦The government's plan is set. The Bovey 
Commission is no more than an "implementing 
committee" whose mandate is to act as the 
government's hatchet for further cutbacks.
